RECENT TRENDS—EXPORT PRICE INDEX—WOOL AND “ OTHER GROUPS”. 

Group indexes in the table on page 20 show the great fluctuations and the wide dispersion of prices 
of export commodities in recent years. In particular, very great movements upwards and downwards have 
occurred in the price of wool. Since wool is a predominant export, and comprises 46 per cent. of the base 
aggregate of the index, fluctuations in wool prices obscure the effect on the All Groups Index of movements in 
prices of the other components. ‘‘ Wool” and “ Other Groups ” are shown separately below.
